The ow ner of a big plantation in A rkansas w ho has been giving each 


of his work anim als fifteen ears of corn a day, states that he recently 


reduced the ration to ten ears and added tw o pounds of cottonseed m eal 


and five pounds of cottonseed hulls, and that there has been an im m ed ­ 


iate im provem ent in the stock, both in ap p earan ce and action. T he hulls 


have taken the place of hay in a large part.
